A large outlay was doubtless incurred by both the City Authorities and its le 
officials and it is possible that George Suttie an ancestor of the late owner wh 
Treasurer of Edinburgh about this period, furnished the Ampulla at his own pei 
expense and retained it in his family after use. 

It is not quite clear which George Suttie was the Treasurer of the G

Mention of the ampulla occurs repeatedly in the service of coronation ¢ 
English sovereign in connection with the ceremony of anointing by the Archb 
of Canterbury. The ampulla of the regalia of England takes the form of a 8 
eagle with outspread wings. 

Perhaps the most celebrated ampulla in history was that known as Ja: 
ampoule in the abbey of St. Remi at Reims, from which the kings of France 
anointed. It was destroyed at the Revolution.
